Defense attorney Donald 
Keller, imhis ng remarks, 
said the racial discrimination 
suit is the “most serious cha- 
lenge the Division of Police has 
ever had laid at its feet.” 

Keller, an assistant city 
attorney, and one of three 
defense attorneys, said thacity 
will show that every effort has 
been made to ensure that Black 
officers are treated the same as 
white officers. 

He then conceded that there 
have been unfortunate inci- 
dents involving black officers 
in the division, but maintained 
they happened many years ago 


and that the city should not be * 


held liable now. 

. Officer Richard Leith, the 
first witness, testified that in 
the late 1970's white officers of 
the 8th Precinct, where he was 
assigned, rented an apartment 
on Rich St. where they took 
females during on-duty hours. 
He was once shown the hidea- 
way. he said. 

Leith also testified that he 
once observed an 8th Precinct 
officer in uniform engage in a 
sexual act with a female in a 
police wagon. No action was 
taken against the officer, Leith 
noted. 

‘Officer Charles E. Martin, the 
second witness, testified that 
raids by the vice squad on 
white bars were conducted dif- 
ferently than those on Black 
bars. 

Moreover, he testified that 
Black places were often van- 
dalized, especially if white 
dfficers discovered white 
wpmen inside the establish- 
ment with black men. 

“Martin also recounted how 
his superior once interceded 
an behalf of the owner of a 
white-operated West Side tav- 
érn suspected of illegal liquor 
Sales. 

* Martin, along with two other 
Black officers, including two 
state liquor agents went to the 
tavern one evening for a pros- 
pective “bust.” 


The white owner, when con- 
fronted by the Black officers, 
sald wait, “I've got to call my 
sergeant,” Martin testified. 
Soon afterward, a sergeant 
Afiivad SRS Ors esed Martin and 
tie oifier Biack officers te 
return to headquarters. 

“We were to! d we had no 
business in that place,” Martin 
said: 

Officer Chery! Johnson fol- 
lowed Martin on the witness 
stand, caused some tense 
moments among the specta- 
tors when she testified that 
Columbus police spied on sev- 
eral Black community organi- 
zations between 1979 and 
1980. 

In addition to probing the 
NAACP, the Columbus Urban 
League and the Driving Park 
Community Association, 
Johnson said Capt. David Dai- 
ley and Sgt. Jerry Strayer, 
asked her to investigate several 
prominent Blacks, including: 


The Revs. Leon L. Troy, pas- 
tor of Second Baptist Church, 
and Community Affairs assi- 
tant to Mayor Dana G. Rinehart 
Michael Reeves, minister of 
Corinthian Baptist Church, 
and Robert A. Embry, an out- 
spoken militant minister. 

Also on the list for investiga- 
tions were Khari Enaharo, 
former director of the Driving 
Park Association and current 
director of the city's Human 
Services Department, and Ako 
Kambon, former aide to City 
Council President Jerry Ham- 
mond, and presently the 
assistant City Clerk, Johnson 
said. 

Johnson, an officer in the 
Organized Crime Bureau, said 
basically, “I was asnitch for the 
police department about every- 
thing and anything that went 
on in the Black community. 

She further testified that she 
was asked to infiltrate Police 
Officers for Equal Rights, but 
was unable to do so because 
the group didn’t trust her. 

She said there was no indica- 
tion during her investigations 


that any of the individuals or 
y@roups were connected with 


any criminal activity. 

Finally, Johnson said the 
investigations were intensified 
after the fatal police shooting 
of Keith A. Burkes, which

Ir support of his legislation, Bowen said it has been 
documented that in 1978, education in South Africa was 
tree and compulsory for white children. But on the other 
hand, Black parents who chose to try to educate their 
children wre forced to buy their own books, supplies and 

_ pay tuitions. 

During this same period Blacks earned an average of 
/$1,502 annually, while whites averaged $6,930-a-year, 
Bowen says. 

From his viéwpoint, Bowen said: “It is past time for eco- 

nomic sanctions against the South African government 
and withdrawal of U.S. corporate investment in South 
Africa is one way to send them that message.” 

Although his bill has been approved by committee, 
Bowen obviously fears that it will suffer the same fate as 
previous measures unless massive public support is forth- 
coming immediately. 

Bowen, in a news release last week, said, in effect, it is 
now time for Ohio community groups, church bodies and 
officials, union members, students and individual Ohioans 
to stand up and be counted as against continued support 
for apartheid. 

Five states and several city governments already have 
laws reflecting the intent of Bowen's proposal. And we 
concur in his suggestion that Ohioans should be eager to 
add their voices to this growing outcry. 


Blacks won't buy Reagan ploy 


President Reagan breezed into town last week and fer- 
vently preached sermon from anon political” text that was 
higly seasoned with pggtisan flavor from stertt ish. am 

Thirty-minutes after the P¥esident descended from the 
sleek Air Force One at Port Columbus International Airport 
with a battery of aides, he was welcomed to the Hyatt 
Regency Hotel where he addressed the 42nd annual con- 
vention of the National Association of Evangelicals (NAE). 

In warming up for his 30-minute speech, the President 
quickly demonstrated that he is not above earning the dub- 
ious distinciton of engaging in name-dropping when it 
serves his purpose. 

With the 1,800 Evangelical delegates creating a heavy 
religious atmosphere, Reagan accentuated the theme by 
reminding the crowd of a comment Joe Louis uttered rela- 
tive to the Christian faith some 40 years ago. 

Louis, he noted, was speaking during a War Bond drive in 
1944 when he was quoted as saying, “We'll win the war, 
because we're on God's side.” Reagan then went on to pay 
atribute to Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. for placing his faith in 
God during his non-violent crusade for justice and equal 
rights for his people, : 

Although his points were well accepted by the crowd, it is 
of interest to note that on that same date, the Rev. Martin L. 
King Sr., and Coretta Scott King, widow of the slain civil 
rights leader, were endorsing Democrat Walter Mondale 
for president in Atlanta, Ga. 

But Reagan, in leading up to his call for a Constitutional 
Amendment to allow spoken prayer in public schools, and 
condemning legalized abortions, implored the evangelical 
community.to “use your pulpits to denounce racism, anti- 
semitism and all ethnic or religious intolerances as evils." 

After his highly political speech, billed as “non-partisan” 
for the purpose of shifting the expenses to the taxpayers, 
Reagan, a declared candidate for reelection, took off for 
New York for a Republican-financed fund-raising affair. 


Reagan's injection of the names of Joe Louis and Martin 
L. King, Jr., was obviously a ploy designed to woo the Black 
vote. but on election day in November, we predict that a 
vast majority of Blacks are certain to vote for someone else.

The debate, 90 minutes in 
length, was to take place at the tel- 
evision studios of NCN in Cocoa, 
Florida. Candidates were to 
address specific issues impacting 
and affecting Blacks, Hispanics 
and women. The debate was to be * 
televised nationally via satellite 
over NCN as well as broadcast live 
to Sheridan's more than 100 radio 
affiliates across the country. In all 
the debate potentially would have 
reached 30 million people. 


In cancelling the debate Lopes 
chided the democratic presiden- 
tial hopefuls “they're always talk- 
ing about how Important the 
Black, Hispanic and female vote is 
to the outcome of the 1984 presi- 
dential election, yet when It comes 
time to discuss, in detail, those 
issues specifically impacting 
those groups the candidates run 
and hide.”

Single women give 
real estate market 
‘additional pep 


“Single women have become a major fac- 
4orin the realestate market, It isa trend that 
is not expected to change.” says Mary Jane 
Balazs, president of the Cleveland Area 
Board of Realtors. 

Beginning in the late 1970s, the number 
of single women buying homes increased 
noticeably. Balazs explains that much of 
the upturn was attributable to the Equal 
Credit Opportunity Act of 1974. It prohibits 
creditors from discriminating on the basis 
of sex or marital status in any aspect of a 
credit transaction. An amendment to the 
Fair Housing Act of 1974 also prohibits sex 
discrimination in housing and home 
financing 


“These measures insure that women 
cannot be denied credit on the basis of mar- 
ital status, sex, race, age, intentions of 
child-bearing, alimony, or child support. 
However. seme women may not be aware 
of all of their credit and housing rights and 
could become the victims of discrimina- 
tion.” she said 

Generally speaking. today’s female 
homebuyers are more mature (but not 

“ necessarily older). more career minded, 
have a stronger sense of individuality and 
are financially savvy. Many of these women 
are young prétessionals who want to estab- 
lish roots and acquire something on their 
own.

An internal Dept. of Correc- 
tions report about conditions 
at the the Southern Ohio Cor- 
réctions Facility at Lucasville 
identified a number of prob- 
lems at the facility six months 
pelore-the-death ofa Black 
inmate there. 

The report was inspired by @ 
petition sent to Gov. Celeste by 
100 SOCF inmates on June 29, 
1983, alleging racism at the 
Lucasville facility. The director 
of the Dept. of Corrections, 
Richard P. Seiter, created a 
Board of Inquiry to talk with the 
inmates who had signed the 
petition, and study their 
complaints. 

The Board of Inquiry found: 

® The names of a number of 
employees came up repeatedly 
that inmates had designated 
“enforcers''; the Board 
recommended that these 
employees be rotated; 

® Only one Black staff per-

Health care cost containment 
bill encounters tough sledding

A Black state representative's bill to help 
contain spiralling costs in the state's $17 
billion health care industry has run into 
opposition from a major Ohio hospital 


group. 


HB 471, sponsored by Ray Miller (D- 
Columbus), would require hospitals to pub- | 
licize information about their charges for 
common services and procedures. The bill 
would also establish a Health Data Commis- | 
sion which.would collect such information 
state-wide. and use it to stimulate price 


competition among hospitals. 


Examination of hospital charges has 
shown that prices for common, relatively 
simple medical procedures, such as appen- 
dectomies, can differ by as many as three or 
more times depending on the hospital at 


which they are performed. 


Miller stated that the bill, currently in a 
subcommittee of the House Health and 
Retirement Committee, has been opposed 
by the powerful Ohio Hospital Association, 
which represents most of the non-profit 
hospitals in the state. Their opposition has 
been that the bill unfairly simplifies the 
complex reasons for differences in costs 


among different hospitals.

“but somebody has to take the initiative and 
get to the core of the issue. The issue has 
been studied already by the legislature, the 
governor has created a task force, buton the 
political side, it's important for the consu- 
mers to have somebody who is driving for- 
ward to try to equalize rates. My bottom-line 
interest is the consumer, and the Associa- 
tion's interest is protecting the hospitals, 
and the two just aren't the same.” 

Miller is currently working on a substitute 
piece of legislation to simplify his bill in an 
attempt to ensure its passage.

The department has.aiso 
created a committee made up 
of internal personnel; Simon 
Dinitz, a professor at Ohio 
State U.; and Rep. C.J. McLin 
of Dayton, to study, in Wueb- 
bold's words, “how to improve 
on the improvements” that 
have already taken place at 
Lucasville.
